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FROM YOUR PRESIDENT

It is an honor for me to serve as the 42nd President 
of the American Numismatic Association. Having 
joined the ANA in 1947 and attended my first ANA 
convention in 1955, I never imagined then that I 
would one day follow in the footsteps of then Presi- 
dent J. Hewitt Judd and President Leonel C. Panosh. 

However, having served as Executive Director, Gov- 
ernor and Vice President, I now look forward to the 
coming two years in this high office. 

Past President George D. Hatie is to be commended 
not only for his term as president, but for his many 
years as the ANA Legal Counsel, Governor and Vice 
President. I know he will be most willing to continue 
to give advice and council whenever he is asked. My 
congratulations go to Harry X Boosel, John J. Pittman, 
and Stephen R. Taylor for their successful election to the ANA Board of Governors. I 
know that each will contribute towards the setting of policy which will assist in the 
growth of the ANA, and I look forward to working with them. 

To all the dedicated members who called me in June to ask about the error ballot, I 
assured each that the mistake was not intentional. This computer mistake reminded 
me of the ANA convention in Philadelphia, 1969. That time a computer error reported 
that only one of the incumbent governors had been reelected. A manual recount proved 
that all the incumbents were in fact reelected. The mistake this year was corrected at 
once, but after all members had received an error ballot. My thanks for the telephone 
calls and your expressed support. 

As I stated in my campaign, ''I am definitely not satisfied with the present ANA 
election procedure,'' and in Margo Russell's editorial on July 1, 1981, the editor of Coin 
World stated in part that, "ANA needs to reform its election procedures." 

Seat selection was advocated to give the membership a fighting campaign, with pros 
and cons fully discussed so that the ANA voters would "read the issues" and be able to 
vote for the best candidate. This idea has not been realized. There have been no forums 
and no debates by contesting candidates. No issues have been fully discussed with each 
person expressing counter views. 

The result of seat selections turned out to be a popular candidate choosing to run 
against a less popular candidate in order to remove or deny that person from being on 
the ANA Board. Additionally, the seat selection method has denied the membership 
from voting for two or more persons for Governor because they were running for the 
same seat. 

With two seat selection elections now behind us, the majority of the members that 
have talked to me have expressed their wish to have a change in the election proce- 
dures. I intend to propose election reform, and I would be very happy to hear from 
members their views on what each considers to be best for the ANA.

Collector linvestor Rift 
Troubles Member 

Increasingly, one sees letters to the 
editors of numismatic publications ex- 
pressing concern and even anger at the 
loss of innocence in our hobby. Specifi- 
cally, the complaint is that numisma- 
tics has become excessively commer- 
cial in nature, with profit being the 
principal motivation behind the efforts 
of many collectors. The very high prices 
now commanded by many relatively 
common coins which were once the 
staple of American collectors are at- 
tributable to the influx of investors and 
the so-called collector/investors. This 
rapid change has created a spiritual rift 
between the two types of consumers of 
rare coins. On the one hand are those 
who collect only what appeals to them 
and for whom price appreciation is 
either irrelevant or, at best, a secondary 
consideration. Opposed to these per- 
sons are those who buy coins solely as 
an investment or who may tailor their 
collecting goals to take advantage of the 
greatest profit potential. The conflict- 
ing motivations of these two groups has 
become more apparent as the collector, 
who had been submerged during the 
coin buying frenzy of the past five years, 
is once again visible. As a collector my- 
self, I feel that now would be a good time 
to express my views on the matter. 

I have been a collector of United 
States coins since early childhood, and 
I've gone from filling holes in coin fold- 
ers to examining early U.S. coins for 
edge-reeding varieties. My specialty is 
the Liberty Seated Half Dollar series, 
and I belong to the Liberty Seated Col- 
lectors Club. I've written articles for the 
club's publication. The Gobrecht Jour- 
nal, as well as other numismatic 
periodicals. Throughout my collecting 
experience. I've always tried to re- 
member that numismatics, while it can 
be a scholarly pursuit for some, is basi- 
cally just a hobby, and one should not 
seek in it anything more than know- 


ledge, comradeship, and personal satis- 
faction. 

Frankly, I am disheartened when 
non-collectors, having just discovered 
that I collect coins, have but one ques- 
tion on their minds — how much is my 
collection worth? However, what is 
even more dismaying is that the collec- 
tors I meet will often preoccupy them- 
selves with the same concern. It is 
primarily through correspondence with 
members of the LSCC that I have any 
contact with persons who comprehend 
the true pleasure in collecting and 
studying coins. While there is nothing 
wrong with seeking to make a profit on 
one's investment, I must question the 
use of numismatics as a medium for 
such profit. It is the very collectors on 
whom the coin market is dependent 
who have suffered as a result of the ex- 
cessively high prices at which many re- 
latively common coins are now trading. 
As collectors turn elsewhere and seek 
out the less visible avenues of numis- 
matics, the collector base for such 
heavily exploited coins will erode, and 
prices will fall. This has already hap- 
pened within the last eighteen months. 
Investors who bought coins on the bull 
market discovered too late that it was 
their faith and greed alone which had 
driven prices so high. In the long run, it 
is the sincere collector, motivated only 
by the inherent joy of collecting, who 
will reap the greatest reward. He will 
enjoy a lifetime of pleasant acquisi- 
tions, capped by a more secure future 
based on heartfelt and thoughtful 
purchases. By buying what appeals to 
him now, he has the satisfaction of 
knowing that such coins will appeal to 
others when the collection is eventually 
sold. 

Another concern of mine is the 
change in attitude amongst many coin 
dealers. While at one time I could enjoy 
an entire afternoon sitting at a dealer's 
bourse table and discussing coins, I now 
frequently find myself waiting an equal 
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time just to catch his attention, while 
he negotiates million dollar sales with 
another dealer. In the last five years or 
so, I've seen too many cases wherein 
"Fred's Coin Shop" has become "The 
House of Frederick, Ltd., Investment 
Enterprises, Inc., of North America." 
This change is accompanied by a cor- 
responding increase in prices and the 
nearly total abandonment of moder- 
ately-priced, collectable coins. I don't 
wish to discredit the large coin firms, as 
they are necessary in trading the high- 
priced rarities and conducting auctions, 
but it is painful to see some dealers who 
have become contemptuous of circu- 
lated coins and of those who seek them. 

The slower activity of the present 
coin market after last year's frantic pace 
is a refreshing break. The frenzied buy- 
ing of the past few years, mainly at- 
ributable to non-collectors and pseudo 
collector/investors, has driven many 
collectors away from United States 
coins and has led to a kind of grass-roots 
rebellion. This is most evident in the 
growing interest in clubs and literature 
devoted to such things as world coins, 
paper money, and tokens. For those of 
us who have chosen to stick with 
United States coins, there are alterna- 
tives to high prices. I have chosen to 
collect circulated coins of the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, 
which have true rarity as opposed to the 
hyped rarity of twentieth century is- 
sues. There are unlimited possibilities 
for collectors with imagination. Inves- 
tors will come and go with each cycle of 
the market, but collectors will always 
be around, in good times and in bad, as 
long as there are things to collect. 

My thanks to Mr. Q. David Bowers, 
whose column in the July issue of The 
Numismatist, and his philosophy ex- 
pressed therein, inspired me to write 
this letter. It is rare for someone who 
has been so successful in the rare coin 
trade to have such a clear understanding 
of the pure joy of collecting. It is even 


more rare for such a person to express 
these sentiments so candidly as Mr. 
Bowers has done in all his books and 
articles. For such a spokesman we col- 
lectors should be sincerely grateful.

Dealer Bemoans 
Counterfeit Ruling 

As incredible as it may seem, the 
counterfeiting of foreign coins and cur- 
rency is not illegal here in the United 
States, according to a recent decision 
rendered in U.S. District Court in Port- 
land, Maine. On July 7, Anthony F. 
Webster and Rudy Zoffoli were acquit- 
ted on charges involving counterfeit 
gold Kruggerands. A third person, 
Richard Falvey, had pleaded guilty but 
was dismissed on July 31. 

Although the U.S. Attorney had 
clearly shown that the defendants had 
commited the acts they were charged 
with, the judge ruled that no crime had 
taken place since the Krugerrand is a 
foreign coin and though legal tender in 
South Africa, it has no legal tender 
status in the United States. The judge 
ruled that only those coins issued by 
authority of Congress or declared by 
Congress to have a legal tender value in 
the United States were covered by U.S. 
counterfeiting laws. 

Under this decision, the counterfeit- 
ing mills reportedly operating in Italy, 
Lebanon, and the Far East can move 
here and freely operate. As a reputable 
foreign coin dealer, I feel this decision if 
left unchallenged could adversely influ- 
ence our hobby despite the Hobby Pro- 
tection Act. 

As a U.S. citizen, I can not expect 
other governments to help our Treasury 
Department combat the counterfeiting 
of U.S. coins and currency if we freely 
allow the counterfeiting of their cur- 
rency.

Contracts Awarded 
for New Cent Blanks 

Mint Director Donna Pope 
has announced that two 
contracts totaling 
$8,743,119 were awarded 
July 22 for copper-plated zinc 
one-cent blanks to be 
fabricated from an alloy of 
97.6 percent zinc and 2.4 
percent copper. The present 
cent pieces are composed of 
95 percent copper and 5 
percent zinc. This 
modification will result in 
substantial reductions in 
production costs. 

Both contracts were 
awarded to the Ball 
Corporation in Greeneville, 
Tennessee, and specify that 
10.4 million pounds of the 
new blanks will be delivered 
to the U.S. Bullion 
Depository in West Point, 
New York and 10.4 million 
pounds to the U.S. Assay 


Office in San Francisco. 

According to Mrs. Pope, 
the new blanks will be 
delivered to the Mint 
starting in November 1981 
and production of the new 
cent pieces will be phased 
into the Mint's production 
schedule in December. The 
Mint will produce cents from 
both materials during 1982. 
The new cent coins will be 
identical in size and 
appearance to those 
presently produced but will 
weigh 19 percent less than 
the current coin. 

Fellowship Announced 

The American Research 
Institute in Turkey will offer 
several fellowships for the 
academic year 1982-83. 
These grants are for research 
in Turkey only, and range in 
amounts from travel 
stipends (generally for 
projects of no less than two 
months' duration) to grants 
for travel and maintenance 
for up to one year. The 
fellowship program of the 
American Research Institute 
in Turkey is supported in 
part by a grant from the 
United States International 
Communication Agency. 

Scholars and advanced 
graduate students engaged in 
research in Turkey in 
ancient, medieval or modem 
times, in any field of the 
humanities and social 
sciences are eligible. Student 
applicants must have 
fulfilled all preliminary 
requirements for the 
doctorate. Applicants are 
expected to be members in 
good standing of educational 
institutions in the United 
States or Canada.

Donna Pope Confirmed 
as Mint Director 

The United States Senate 
has confirmed the 
nomination of Mrs. Donna 
Pope to a five-year term as 
Director of the Mint. Mrs. 
Pope was nominated for the 
position of Mint Director by 
President Reagan in June 
1981. 

As Director of the Mint, 
Mrs. Pope is responsible for 
ensuring that the nation has 
an adequate supply of coins, 
managing the numismatic 
coin and medal program and 
safeguarding the nation's 
gold bullion inventory. 

The new Mint Director is 
from Parma, Ohio. At the 
time her appointment was 
announced by the White 
House, she was serving her 
sixth term as a member of 
the Ohio House of 
Representatives. She also 
served as Minority Whip of 
the Ohio House in 
1979-1980. Mrs. Pope has 
managed numerous political 
campaigns, and in 1980 
served as co-chairman of the 
Ohio Republican delegation 
to the 1980 national 
convention. 

Named one of the 
outstanding women 


legislators in the nation by 
Rutgers University Institute 
of Politics, Mrs. Pope is 
affiliated with the Business 
and Professional Women's 
Organization, the Licensed 
Practical Nurse Association 
State Advisory Committee, 
the Greater Cleveland 
Citizens League and the 
Cuyahoga Community 
College Displaced 
Homemaker Program 
Advisory Board.

Popular interest in coins 
among the general 
non-collecting public is 
vividly attested to by the fact 
that many service clubs 
request repeat bookings and 
leave standing requests for 
new topical presentations as 
they are developed. The 
Program Exchange, a guide 
to available talks used by 
program chairmen for 
scheduling meetings, reports 
that Phillips' talks on coins 
consistently receive more 
requests than any other 
program listed.

Danish Volume on 
Virgin Island Coinage

Entitled Monter fra Dansk 
Vestindien, the book 
presents new information 
and opinions covering 18 th 
century coinages, 
countermarks and 
merchant's tokens. The 
author also includes a 
discussion of the distinction 
between genuine and false 
countermarks. The new 
volume traces listings of 
countermarked coins 
through auction catalogs 
beginning in 1870 and notes 
the earliest appearance of 
each variety of countermark 
with the name of the buyer 
wherever possible. 
Countermarks authorized by 
the government and the 
counterstamping done 
privately with the 
government's implied 
consent are also presented. 

The book, which is written 
in Danish, is well illustrated 


and categorized. Further 
information about the 
volume is available from 
Forlaget Zac, Gotersgade 10, 
1123 Copenhagen K, 
Denmark.

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''The City That Care Forgot" the 
publicity for New Orleans read. . ."The 
City That Never Sleeps." But for those 
of us who are naturally skeptics, we 
didn't put much credence into all the 
tourist brochures we read before 
arriving in New Orleans in late July for 
the ANA'S 90th Anniversary 
Convention. After all, aren't all cities 
basically alike? Well, it didn't take long 
for New Orleans to convince even the 
most skeptical otherwise. 

Once off the air-conditioned planes 
that carried ANA members, staff and 
officers to New Orleans from points all 
across the country and even the world, 
we were greeted by the muggy tropical 
warmth so natural to this area that was 
once a swampy wasteland. As we 
walked up on the concourse, we were 
suprised to see a portable bar set up 


along the wall, offering refreshments to 
visitors as either their first or last 
experience of New Orleans . . . guess 
this town wasn't kidding about being a 
party town. 

Despite the heat, which most of us 
expected to create short tempers, the 
people of New Orleans and especially 
the staff of the convention hotels, 
convinced us all that the legendary 
Southern hospitality is still something 
visitors can expect and enjoy. And they 
weren't fooling about New Orleans 
being a city that never sleeps. Even in 
New York City the streets start quieting 
down by three or four in the morning, a 
few lone stragglers finding their way 
home, but not so Bourbon Street, New 
Orleans. At three in the morning the 
French Quarter is still going strong . . .

Before the convention had even 
officially opened, election results for 
the ANA Board of Governors were 
announced over the public address 
system in the Rivergate Convention 
Center. There weren't many surprises 
in this year's election; after all, the 
positions of president and vice president 
were unopposed and only three 
governor's seats were in contention due 
to the current election system of 
staggered seats. However, the diverse 
interests and depth of experience 
represented by the new board, led by 
President Adna G. Wilde and Vice 
President Q. David Bowers, promises a 
productive two years for the ANA. 

Continuing to serve out the four year 
terms they were elected to in 1979 are 
Grover C. Criswell, Kurt R. Krueger, 
Chuck O'Donnell, and Florence 
Schook. John J. Pittman, who has served 


on the ANA board during nine previous 
terms and received the Farran Zerbe 
Memorial Award in 1 980, was elected to 
Seat Number 5. John had a total of 5,390 
votes while his opponents Grover C. 
Criswell, III had 3,1 15; Albert L. Baber, 
2,067; and William H. Horton, Jr., 1,532. 
Harry X Boosel, who assumed a position 
on the board in 1980 when governor 
Virgil Hancock resigned, edged out the 
competition for Seat Number 7 with 
3,696 votes. Close behind him were 
George M. Beach who had 3,495 votes 
and Gary E. Lewis who picked up 3,413 
votes. Lyman C. Bartee had 1,434 votes. 
Seat Number 6 brought the board its 
only freshman governor. Stephen R. 
Taylor, a relative newcomer to 
numismatics but an active officer in 
both local and regional organizations 
and a well known exhibitor, 
demonstrated his popularity by 
capturing 6,412 votes, enough to defeat 
his well-known opponent, Mort Reed, 
who had 5,559 votes.

Medal of Merit Goes to 
Culver, Cleaver, and Wolfe 

It is always touching to be present at 
the ANA Awards Presentation 
Ceremony and see how surprised and 
moved those individuals are who are 
called forward to receive the ANA 
Medal of Merit for distinguished service 
to the association and to the hobby. One 
of this year's recipients, Charles H. 
Wolfe, had to be whisked away from the 
bourse floor to the meeting at the last 
minute under the guise that he was 
needed regarding an award for the 
summer seminar. Little did Charlie 
suspect that he was to be recognized for 
the years of patient help he has provided 
numismatists in his inimitable manner. 
His citation went on to outline a few of 
his attributes: "In a material sense he 
has been a generous contributor to 
ANA, in particular to its Young 
Numismatist Program, with several 
thousands of dollars on his record. He 
sponsors two exhibit awards in the 
young numismatist class and has 
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Ralph F. Cleavor is a name many 
newcomers to the association may be 
unfamilar with since Ralph is not as 
prominent in ANA activities as he once 
was. But with our current focus on the 
fund drive for the new building 
addition, it is natural to look back some 
18 years at the outstanding individual 
efforts that helped reach the goal of the 
ANA'S original building fund drive and 
made construction of the ANA 
headquarters possible. Ralph Cleavor 
was one of those individuals. 

Only four years after becoming an 
ANA member, Ralph was elected to a 
governorship in 1963. As president of 
the Zebulon Pike Coin Club of 
Colorado Springs, he was active in 
promoting the location of the incipient 
headquarters in that city. He led a 
delegation to the 1961 convention and 
donated $208, representing a dollar 
from each club member, to the building 
fund. This was the first donation from a 
coin club and led to formation of the 
"250 Club" classification that 
eventually accounted for some $20,000 
of the total fund. 

In the April 1964 issue of The 
Numismatist, an article written by 
Ralph helped initiate the drive that 
successfully raised the $250,000 needed 
to construct the present building. At the 
1964 convention he was appointed to 
the three-man site selection 
committee, and among his activities 
was a trip to Omaha at his own expense 
to check out the board's first choice of a 
site there. He served as auctioneer in 
selling the donated material at the 1965 
convention in Houston, a project that 
raised more than one-fifth of the total 
building cost. 

Though the cost of the headquarter's 
addition is four times what the original 
building cost to construct in 1967, it is 
the dedication of members like Ralph 
Cleavor that will be the force behind the 
realization of this goal. 

In an association made up largely of 
male members, it takes a special kind of 
woman to be accepted and earn the 
respect of her male peers. In the twenty 
years since Virginia Culver first became 


a member of ANA she has gained a 
reputation as a specialist in the field of 
tokens, having written numerous 
articles and given many talks on the 
subject. At ANA conventions she won 
exhibit awards in the token class in 
three consecutive years and was a forum 
speaker in 1970. When the Token and 
Medal Society was formed in 1961 she 
promptly became its treasurer, then 
followed in other offices until she 
became its first woman president in 
1964. Thereafter she edited the TAMS 
Journal for five years. 

Not being one to rest on past laurels, 
she became a candidate for ANA 
governor in 1965 and was elected. 
Following four active terms as governor, 
she served a term as vice-president and 
followed it by being elected the first 
woman president of the then eighty-two 
year old association. 

DeLorey Takes 
Top Literary Honors 

For the second year in a row, the 
author judged to receive the Wayte and 
Olga Raymond Memorial Literary 
Award was also recipient of the First 
Heath Literary Award. This year's prize 
winning article, "Thomas L. Elder, A 
Catalog of His Tokens and Medals" by 
Thomas K. DeLorey was the result of 
over a year's hard work. According to 
Tom, he had been aware of Elder pieces 
listed in So-Called Dollars for some 
time, but it was an exhibit at the 1976 
ANA convention which first piqued his 
interest, and shortly thereafter he 
purchased 1 1 pieces from Hank 
Spangenberger to start his own 
collection. It was the wit and satire of 
some of the pieces, so exemplary of 
Elder's unique personality, which 
hooked Tom on the subject and his 
collection persistently grew. The idea 
for a catalog of Elder pieces was 
conceived in the summer of 1978 and 
after months of research, Tom gathered 
all his materials and began writing, 
submitting a final manuscript to The 
Numismatist at the end of 1979.

Virgil Hancock 
Receives Farran Zerbe 

In the list of recipients of the ANA's 
Farran Zerbe Memorial Award are some 
of the hobby's most respected and 
admired names . . . Lewis Reagan, J. 
Hewitt fudd, Richard Yeoman, Eric 
Newman, Matt Rothert, Abe Kosoff and 
many more. It was a resounding round 
of applause that greeted the 
announcement at the ANA banquet in 
New Orleans that Virgil Hancock 
would be the 1981 entry to the list. 
Many knew Virgil from the column he 
wrote for The Numismatist, "Featuring 
Fakes," for more than twelve years, 
from October 1966 through 1978. 
Others knew him from the seminars on 
counterfeiting which he conducted 
around the country including classes at 
the ANA summer seminar from 
1970-1973. 

During his first term as an ANA 
governor in 1 972 Virgil sponsored bylaw 
changes to curb the selling of spurious 
and overgraded coins. In his determined 
battle against counterfeiters and 


unethical dealers, he was a major force 
in laying the groundwork and 
recognizing the demand for the 
American Numismatic Association 
Certification Service. 

In accepting his award, this former 
ANA president and governor took time 
to mention what he felt were some of 
the unsung heroes who helped the 
Certification Service become a 
reality . . . Herb Bergen, who went at his 
own expense to Washington, D.Q, to 
outline the hobby's problem to key 
Mint officials . . . Matt Rothert, who as 
ANA President, went to Europe in an 
effort to get hobby leaders there 
interested in an international service 
. . . Eva Adams, then Mint Director, 
who offered ANA representatives rent 
free office space for eight months and 
essential government contacts . . . and, 
of course, Abe Kosoff and John Pittman, 
who together with Virgil helped raise 
$60,000 from individual members to get 
the service started. We do well to 
remember all those who helped realize 
this badly needed service, and especially 
the unselfish efforts of Virgil Hancock.

Numismatic Art Award 
to Joseph Kiselewski 

Although Joseph Kiselewski was 
unable to attend the New Orleans 
banquet to receive the cherished 
Numismatic Art Award for Excellence 
in Medallic Sculpture, conventioneers 
listened with growing admiration to the 
artistic credits this man has garnered in 
his lifetime. Having received his initial 
art training in his home state of 
Minnesota, Kiselewski traveled to New 
York City to seek employment with 
only $ 1 00 in his pocket. It was a modest 
beginning for an artist who later 
received such important commissions 
as the War Department's Good Conduct 
Medal, the Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Distinguished Service Award Medal 
and the John F. Kennedy Award Medal. 
It wasn't long, however, before he won 
the Beaux- Arts Prize for a year's study in 
Paris, the beginning of an international 
career that was to take him to the 
heights of his profession. 

Kiselewski won the Prix de Rome in 
the 1920s, and awards came to him 
regularly during the next half-century. 
He is the winner of the Silver Medal of

Convention Auction 
Realizes $5,280,000 

Patterns dominated the high bids 
from the auction floor at the New 
Orleans Hilton, helping to bring 
convention auctioneers Bowers 
Ruddy Galleries total prices realized of 
more than $5 million for the William R. 
Sieck collection. 

Topping the bidding at the 3,500-lot, 
five session sale was $475,000 paid for a 
unique Matte Proof-65 $20 gold pattern. 
Dated 1907 in Roman numerals, the 
pattern features Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens' Indian Head design on 
the obverse and his eagle-in-flight, 
sun-rise design on the reverse. The 
catalog notes that the pattern, struck in 
gold, is "perhaps the most famous of all 
United States pattern issues." 

A six-piece set of 1872 Amazonian 
pattern issues, $ 1 -$20, in gold drew a bid 
of $385,000 to remain intact. The pieces 
had been put up for bids individually 
prior to being offered as a group in the 
sale. According to the cataloger, the 
patterns, which feature a left-facing 
Liberty with long flowing hair and a 
Phrygian slave cap on the obverses and a 
perched eagle supporting a shield on the 
common reverse, are unique in gold and 
are all Proof-65. 

A Proof-65 1874 $10 pattern struck in 
gold brought $90,000. This piece is an 
international gold piece, the brainchild 
of Dana Bickford of New York City, 
who thought it would make it easier for 
foreign travels if one didn't have to 
constantly convert from one currency 
to another. In addition to dollars, the 
pattern states its value in terms of five 
other currencies on the reverse and the 
obverse carries a diademed head of 
Liberty facing left. Only two specimens 
of this design are known in gold. 

Hammered down for $45,000 was a 
Proof-65 1875 pattern $5 struek in gold, 
J-1438. It was designed by William 
Barber and carries a rendition of Liberty

wearing a coronet on the obverse and an 
eagle similar in appearance to that used 
on Trade dollars and 20-cent pieces on 
the reverse. 

A gem Proof-67 1877 $50 struck in 
bronze, 1-1549, attracted a bid of 
$44,000. Described in the catalog as 
having "beautiful iridescent surfaces," 
the piece was a prototype for a proposed 
coinage of $1,000, $50 and $25 gold 
pieces dubbed "union," "half union" 
and "quarter union" that never received 
approval. It was also pointed out by the 
cataloger that the piece was inspired by 
the $50 gold slugs that circulated in 
California during Gold Rush days, and 
that there are only two or three pieces 
known to exist. 

A bid of $42,000 purchased a Proof-65 
1868 $10 pattern struck in gold, J-661, 
done by James B. Longacre. It depicts 
Liberty on the obverse in a style 
reminiscent of the three-cent nickel and 
carries an unusually small eagle on the 
reverse. 

The largest legal tender gold piece 
issued by the government, a round $50 
struck for the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition and dated 1915-S in MS-65 
was knocked down for $34,000. The 
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companion octagonal issue, also in 
MS-65, sold for $29,000. 

Commanding a bid of $28,000 was an 
1879 "'schoolgirl" pattern silver dollar, 
f-1608. The catalog records that it is a 
Proof-65 "with beautiful light green and 
iridescent blue toning around the 
borders. It depicts a young girl on the 
obverse with "flowing tresses," and the 
reverse carries a perched eagle similar to 
that on the Panama-Pacific $2V2 gold 
piece. 

A gem Matte Proof-67 1910 
Saint-Gaudens double eagle sold for 
$27,000. The catalog describes it as 
having a Roman finish as do all proofs of 
that year. 

What may be described as the 
ultimate circulation find, a Good-4 
1894-S Barber dime, was also one of the 
highlights of the ANA auction. It 
attracted a bid of $25,500. The catalog 
notes that this particular specimen is 
one of just about a dozen known to have 
survived from a mintage of 24. All 
pieces were originally struck as proofs 
and this one somehow got into a 
circulation and turned up in 1957. Its 
existence and that of several other 
circulated pieces coincide with an 
unsubstantiated story told by Hallie 
Dagget, daughter of the San Francisco 
Mint superintendent. She said she was 
given three of them and spent one for ice 
cream. The other two she kept, selling 
them in 1954. 

A $20,000 bid captured a Proof-65 
1877 pattern half dollar, J-1501, 
designed hy William Barber. The 
obverse carries a rendition of Liberty 
and the reverse an eagle.

Noteworthy U.S. coins sold include 
a 1943 Lincoln cent in bronze 
(EF) that went for $10,000, an 
MS-67 overdate 1942/1-D Mercury 
dime, with full bands, that brought 
$12,000 and a Proof-65 1875-S 20-cent 
piece that changed hands for $13,500.

YNS Discover New 
Avenues of Collecting 

For an adult, one of the most 
delightful experiences of an ANA 
convention can be attending the Young 
Numismatist Auction sponsored by 
Steve Ivy Numismatic Auctions, Inc. 
Away from the investment oriented 
high priced bidding of the major 
convention auction, here are a group of 
youngsters enjoying the pure fun of 
vying for their favorite offerings as 
Make Haynes rapidly calls out lots. 
^'You guys better wake up there," he 
answers the moans of those who 
hesitated their bids too long, "we have 
1 50 lots to go through and things have to 
move right along." 

The lots, which were donated by over 
40 individuals, dealers and friends of the 
ANA Young Numismatist Program, 
were on display for viewing at the YN 
table on the convention floor prior to 
the auction and listed in a professional 
auction catalog prepared by the 
sponsoring dealer. At the auction's 
inception, Haynes explained that each 
had a "magic bid," a predetermined 
price limit kept secret from the bidders 
which was lower than the price the 
lot would bring on the bourse floor. 
Juniors who indicated their bids when 
the "magic bid" was called lay claim to 
items ranging from recent proof sets and 
older circulated U.S. coins to foreign 
commemoratives and U.S. scrip. 
Proceeds from the sale went to the ANA 
Building Fund in the name of the ANA 
Young Numismatists. 

Any beginning adult collector would 
be wise to attend the YN educational 
forum, for the advice of experienced 
numismatists for junior collectors is 
advice that any beginning collector on a 
limited budget can find useful in 
breaking into the hobby. A featured 
guest speaker not listed in the program 
was famed researcher Walter Breen, 
who pointed out to juniors that while it 
is nearly impossible to find rarities in 
circulation anymore, there are fringe 
areas of numismatics, such as 
exonumia and literature, which are still 
low-priced but have excellent 
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investment potential. Former junior 
Doug Winters elaborated on these areas 
in his talk, relating his own growth in 
the hobby and encouraging the juniors 
to learn all they could and not hesitate 
to ask questions of the more experienced 
collectors around them. Scott Travers, a 
former Outstanding Young 
Numismatist who now runs his own 
company, gave a slide presentation in 
which he illustrated to the juniors some 
of the beautiful characteristics of coins 
they can appreciate and how wear and 
deterioration of those characteristics 
affect the coin's grade. Such an 
informative series of presentations is 
perhaps more accurately entitled, 
"Educational Forum for the Beginning 
Collector." 

Steve Ivy, who is a former YN 
himself, sponsored another very 
important junior activity at the week's 
end — the Annual YN Awards Breakfast. 
After a scrumptious breakfast in which 
the adults present had a chance to get 
acquainted with the ANA's younger 
members, three of the ANA's staff gave 
talks outlining services at ANA 
headquarters which juniors should 
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Walter Breen and Doug Winters were two of 
the speakers who addressed juniors at the 
YN educational forum on what avenues of 
collecting are available to them. 

make use of. Librarian Nancy Green 
described our current library facilities 
and how juniors can order books and 
research material to help them study 
acquisitions to their collections. Senior 
Authenticator Tom DeLorey reviewed 
the process by which coins are 
authenticated and graded at the ANA, 
and Managing Editor Pat Black 
encouraged juniors to write papers for 
their school requirements on 
numismatic subjects and then submit 
them for publication to The 
Numismatist. 

Possibly as a result of such 
encouragement in previous years, there 
have been several school papers 
submitted for consideration in the YN 
Literary Awards, stimulating the 
competition. This year's entries, judged 
by Pat Black and Mary Jane Michael of 
the ANA editorial staff and announced 
at the awards breakfast, included the 
following winners: "Future Potential of 
the Coin Collecting Hobby" by Greg 
Zeigler — ANA Young Numismatist 
Literary Award; "The Susan B.

Education is the 
Name of the Game 

One of the primary goals of the ANA's 
annual convention, beyond giving 
members a chance to buy and sell for 
their collections, is to educate the 
general public to the many joys of 
pursuing numismatics and give the 
collector an opportunity to better 
understand the many facets of the 
hobby. 

Exhibits is one of the most obvious 
means of accomplishing this task and of 
allowing members to share the pride 
they take in the collections they have 
formed. Along with the competitive 
exhibits which explore subjects ranging 
from Fractional Currency and Liberty 
Head Nickels to Egyptian Glass Coin 
Weights, Papal Currency and Gaming 
Tokens, there were a number of 
fascinating non-competitive exhibits 
for viewing. The Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, as well as Le Monnaie de 
Paris, which was in attendance at the 
ANA convention for the first time, had 
attractive displays showing the 
production of currency at their 
respective facilities.

Galleries had on display a model of their 
new building which will include a 
money museum, as well as the rare 1866 
No Motto Silver Dollar from their 
collection. Several exhibits were set up 
by ANA staff and members of the 
convention committee, including a 
lovely tribute to the "Age of 
Beethovan — Medals of the Austrian 
Mint" which exhibit chairman Bob 
Carpenter says he is still working on for 
competition. New Orleans convention 
medal sculptor Paul Vincze was the 
subject of a display by Emil Voigt and 
the ANA convention forty years ago 
was remember in a series of charming 
photographs shared by Opal Morris. The 
value of items displayed ran the gamut 
as well, from roughly struck tokens to 
choice British Proof and Patterns worth 
over a million dollars.

room curtained off from the bourse floor 
to see slide programs on the counterfeit 
detection of various U.S. coin series. 
Several individuals volunteered to 
present slide programs of their own, and 
next year's Little Theatre promises to 
offer even more variety with 
programs from a number of presenters. 

While forums and seminars are held 
by a number of specialty groups during 
the convention, everyone looks forward 
to the featured speakers at the ANA's 
annual Educational Forum. The 
diversity of interests found in the 
association's membership, which 
usually guarantees the forum audience 
a medley of topics, was again in 
evidence this year. 

Stephen Taylor, the ANA's new 
freshman governor, offered listeners a 
general overview of "Paper Money of 
the United States from 1861 to 1929." 
After discussing the technical aspects of 
paper currency, he turned to the artistic 
qualities which draw many people into 
collecting these vestiges of history. 
Intricate engravings showing scenes of 
agriculture and industry were found on 
the scrip of many businesses and banks 
long before the first real person was 
pictured on U.S. Greenbacks, the first 
legal tender currency issued in this 


country. One humorous engraving on a 
favorite of "ragpickers" has been 
dubbed the "Jackass Note" because the 
engraving looks like a jackass when 
turned upside down. No one has ever 
figured out why it was done that way. 

As former ANA historian, N. Neil 
Harris was able to present members a 
thorough review of how the ANA has 
celebrated its previous anniversary 
milestones and how we might celebrate 
our centennial in 1991. Back in 1916 it 
seems there was relatively little 
mention of the ANA's 25th anniversary 
other than on the convention badge. 
The 50th anniversary merited special 
mention throughout the October issue 
of The Numismatist as well as an 
expanded series of convention medals. 
By 1966, however, more elaborate plans 
had been made for the 75th anniversary 
celebration. The October issue of the 
association journal was a special 
anniversary issue with a guest editor 
and historical articles. A 
commemorative medal was struck by 
order of Congress, and the convention 
badge was an unusual barrel shape with 
a simulated diamond chip to represent 
our 75th year. If we start planning now. 
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then the sky's the limit regarding what 
we might accomplish for our centennial 
observance ... a design contest 
for the convention medal ... a 
commemorative coin ... a 
Congressional medal . . . even an 
attempt to get an entirely new coinage 
system should not be dismissed from 
our long-range vision. Examples of how 
the American Numismatic Society and 
various firms and institutions have 
commemorated their centennial years 
gave members further suggestions to 
consider. 

Anthony Swiatek concluded the 
forum with a clever and humorous but 
rather pointed talk on the Esoterics of 
Numismatics. He outlined some of the 
things collectors need to watch out for 
that are rarely discussed, things such as 
deceptive or illegitimate terms and the 
methods of unscrupulous dealers. 
Anthony's talk further illustrated one of 
the guiding beliefs behind ANA's 
existence — that the more knowledge 
the collector can garner the better 
equipped he will be to protect himself 
and enjoy his hobby.

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A Young Numismatist's 
Outlook on the Hobby

An estimated ten million coin 
collectors live in the United States. 
These students of coin collecting, or 
''numismatists" as they are officially 
called, pursue the hobby for a 
number of reasons. The challenge of 
the search involved in completing 
type sets is enough for some. Others 
are inspired by the tremendous 
profits rare coins have made in the 
last decade. Still more are intrigued 
by the magnificent array of 
numismatic designs and patterns, 
and the beauty and art found in the 
relief of well struck coins. 

In addition to all of these major 
reasons for collecting coins, another 
very important reason is the fun and 
the fellowship enjoyed by 
associating with other collectors. 
Organizations and clubs are 
established across the United States 
exclusively for numismatists to 
meet and communicate with their 
fellow hobbyists. Numismatic 
groups do more than simply promote 
fellowship. They also encourage 
education, stress the necessity of 
research and inspire collector 
members to stretch for ever 
expanding levels of self 
improvement. 

Many numismatists have begun 
their collecting careers with a 
handful of change. To the casual 
observer this change could amount 
to nothing more than pennies, 
nickels, dimes, and quarters, but to 
the collector it is a chance to add to 
his collection. He may be assembling 


type sets (one coin of each design), 
year sets (all coins minted in one 
year), or a particular series (all dates 
of one design). Albums and plastic 
holders specially designed for 
numismatic items allow the 
collector to organize his sets and 
display them with pride as his 
collection grows. Perhaps this 
challenge of building a collection, 
like solving a puzzle, is why so many 
new collectors are lured to the hobby 
every year. 

Another underlying reason for the 
growth of this hobby is the beauty of 
coins. The warmth of gold, the luster 
of silver, and the red and brown hues 
of copper make coins appealing even 
to the untrained eye. Silver often 
tones to every color in the rainbow, a 
chemical reaction that occurs when 
silver contacts oxygen. Proof coins, 
which are presentation pieces with 
mirrored backgrounds, are gorgeous. 
Coins are truly works of art. 

People may wonder if the collector 
is telling the truth when he says his 
collection is growing in value. The 
historical trend of rare coin prices 
has been upward. There are hundreds 
of different coins which have 
averaged ten to twenty-five percent 
increases or more per year over the 
past few decades.^ A study was made 
by Q. David Bowers of the 
performance of $1,000 invested in 
cash, a savings account, stocks, and 
rare coins in 1948. The resulting 
values in 1980 were: cash $294.74, 
savings account $4904.16, stocks 
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$4,333, and rare coins — an incredible 
$95,488!^ These figures are 
astonishing and help one understand 
why these collectibles are so actively 
sought today. 

One more justification for 
becoming a numismatist is the best 
reason of all; collecting is fun! Many 
numismatic clubs sponsor 
conventions and shows, and several 
of them publish periodic newsletters 
and journals. The benefits and 
opportunities available to club 
members, the fact that clubs 
generally make the collector feel 
welcome to the hobby, and the 
opportunity to make new friends, are 
a few of the many good reasons for a 
numismatist to join a coin club. The 
American Numismatic Association, 
one of the largest collecting 
fraternities in the world with more 
than 39,000 members, has an 
extensive library from which to 
obtain information. Education and 
self-improvement are two great 
reasons for any collector to join the 
ANA. 

Although it may seem as if the 
collector is by himself in his search 
for coins, in actuality he can choose 
from a variety of techniques for 
acquiring coins. The bourse floor at a 
coin show gives the collector a 
chance to view a great variety of 
coins. Dealers display their '"gems" 
in glass cases and allow collectors to 
examine and purchase them. Dealers 
also actively buy coins, and trading 
can become intense. A great 
advantage of buying at shows is being 
able to see a coin first hand before 
buying it. 

Auction buying is another popular 
way of acquiring coins. Auction 
firms consign coins for sale and 
generally advertise the event with 
special catalogs. Numismatists from 
all over the country have an 
opportunity to bid on these lots, even 
if they cannot appear in person. 
Mail-bids can be sent in and a 


representative will bid for the 
hopeful collector. Auction bidding 
can be very competitive and record 
prices are often paid for select items. 
Prices realized at numismatic 
auctions are often used to judge 
which areas of the coin market are 
"'hot" at the time. 

Many numismatists began their 
collecting careers by looking through 
their pockets for change. Varieties of 
dates and mintmarks can quickly 
establish a collection to be proud of. 
Often these coins are not valuable, 
but occasionally a rarity or a silver 
coin will appear. This type of 
collector, who ''culls" or finds his 
coins in circulation, is not motivated 
by big profits, but is more concerned 
with completing a set. He realizes 
that he can cash in his coins at any 
time and not lose anything, an 
important beginning step to 
collecting more expensive rarities. 

Although coin trading is done in 
person at shows and auctions, an 
important system used today is mail 
order. Collectors have a choice of 
either participating in mail-bids or 
purchasing coins outright from price 
lists. Mail-bid auctions are exactly 
what their name suggests — auctions 
run through bids received in the 
mail. With this system the collector 
chooses his own prices and 
depending on how high he bids or 
how much demand there is for the 
item determines if he will win it.^ 
Price lists for direct mail purchasing 
are also available and are simply lists 
of coins with fixed prices. 
Disadvantages of mail order 
purchasing are added postage costs 
and the fact that coins are purchased 
''sight unseen." However, return 
privileges of 10 to 30 days enable the 
collector to send back unwanted 
merchandise. 

Rare United States coins have 
become widely sought investment 
items for many reasons. Relief from 
inflation, tax shelters, retirement 
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plans, and quick profits are all 
excet ^pt examples. Of course,,as__ 
with all investments, rare coins have 
both advantages and disadvantages, 
but the relatively few disadvantages 
rarely seem to discourage the 
investor. 

Theft is a crime that threatens all 
valuables, including coins. When 
collectors display their coins in 
public they increase the risk of 
having them stolen. Those with 
larger, well-known collections are 
especially vulnerable. Difficulty in 
identifying stolen numismatic items 
and the fact that many collectors 
keep their coins at home increases 
the risk of theft. 

Numismatist and author Brad 
Mills has offered some valuable 
information relating to theft 
precautions. Unfortunately, the 
desire to display coins prominently 
by the true numismatist and the 
intention of the thief to take what he 
can get are in direct conflict. The 
problem is far from insurmountable 
but it requires a good sense of balance 
and precaution. The following is a 
good set of rules to follow: 

1. Keep valuable coins in a bank box. 

2. Do not take all coins out of box at 
once. 

3. Never admit suspicious strangers to 
your home. 

4. Give out limited information on the 
value of your collection. 

5. Avoid unnecessary displays at coin 
conventions. 

6. Use bank rooms for trading purposes. 

7. Keep an inventory of all coins. 

8. Refer to your bank box as home for 
your coins. 

9. Carry adequate insurance on your 
coins. 

Common sense and precaution are 
simple keys to theft prevention. 

Counterfeit, or bogus coins, plague 
the collector, because a counterfeit 
even at a bargain price is no bargain 
at all. If the collector buys a 
counterfeit he stands to lose money. 


his reputation, or the coin itself, as 
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confiscate any counterteit com. 

Along with counterfeits, altered 
coins, or coins made to look like 
something they are not, rank as 
another possible obstacle. Since the 
novice collector may not have the 
experience to determine if a coin is 
genuine and unaltered, a con man 
can step into the picture and take 
advantage of the new collector. 

Cleaned coins, which often have a 
false beauty, are another dilemma for 
the new collector. Cleaning, which 
can range from a light dipping to a 
harsh brushing or acid treatment, 
gives a coin brilliance and shine that 
can deceive the unwary buyer. 
Cleaned coins are often sold at 
bargain prices but in reality these 
mistreated coins are worth only a 
fraction of their pre-cleaned price, 
and the bargain-hunter who 
purchases a cleaned coin gets burned. 

Valuable weapons that new 
collectors can use against the 
occasional pitfall of collecting are 
the experience and advice of 
reputable dealers. 

The advantages of investing in rare 
United States coins are many. Since 
they are small and take up little 
space, they require almost no special 
attention. A fortune in expensive 
coins can easily fit in the palm of a 
hand and can be safely kept in a bank 
safe deposit box or vault. Insurance 
rates for rare coins are minimal, 
especially if they are kept in a vault. 
Crystal clear plexiglas holders and 
stylish leather grain albums enhance 
the appeal of almost any coin. 
Mylar-lined cardboard ''2x2s" and 
vinyl ''flips" or envelopes also serve 
the purpose. Collectors should be 
cautious about the material used for 
storing coins. Some containers on 
the market today are made of PVC 
(polyvinylchloride) which is thought 
to harm some types of silver and 
copper. Holders other than those 
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made of PVC are widely accepted by 
collectors. 

Rare coins, unlike many other 
investments, are easily bought and 
sold. The market for rare coins is 
international, with collectors 
seeking them all over the world. For 
instance, a piece of real estate may 
only appeal to a buyer in a specific 
location, but an 1870 Proof dollar 
will appeal to collectors in Los 
Angeles, New York, Tokyo, or 
London. A collector of rare coins 
always has the option to sell if he 
wishes either to change his 
numismatic interests or to use the 
cash elsewhere. It is this advantage 
that makes coin collecting a 
continuous adventure. 

Monetary privacy is becoming 
difficult to find these days but coins 
can be as private a matter as the 
owner wishes. Since the government 
does not tax gains made on coins 
until after they are sold, the coin 
collector can enjoy this tax 
advantage. Another plus for coin 
investment is that when the time 
comes for the collector to sell his 
coins, profits are taxable at favorable 
capital gains rates.^ Assuming the 
collector does not choose to 
publicize his holdings, he is not 
obligated to reveal the extent and 
value of his collection. Overall, a 
carefully selected group of rare coins 
can be a wonderful private store of 
value. 

Information on the coin collecting 
hobby is plentiful. Weekly coin 
newspapers are becoming very 
popular. These newspapers carry 
historical articles, value guides, and 
advertisements. A wide variety of 
books are available that can be 
borrowed from many numismatic 
libraries, including the ANA library 
in Colorado. A new edition of A 
Guidebook of United States Coins 
by R.S. Yeoman is a must for any 
collector's library. This book, revised 
annually since 1946, includes prices 


for all coins ever minted in the 
United States. It lists mintages of 
each date from all the mints and 
refers collectors to other sources for 
additional reading. 

Since coin values vary from 
pennies to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, novice collectors may 
wonder how the price of coins can 
vary so widely. The answer is 
simple — supply and demand. 
Because coins are made in finite 
numbers, the supply of older pieces 
remains static, and an upward price 
movement is the logical result.® This 
means only a small number of 
collectors will ever be able to own a 
particular date of one issue. For 
example, a 1936 Proof set has a 
mintage of just 3,837 and retails for 
more than $7,000. Unknown 
numbers of those sets may have 
become broken or spotted, thereby 
making the rest very rare. Since 
collectors must compete with each 
other for a set the price is high and 
offers much future potential. 

Another case in point are those 
issues produced in staggering 
numbers but not retained by 
collectors. Although common, the 
pieces would be rare in top condition, 
and would generate high prices. 
Coins minted during hard times or 
the Depression are key examples. 
Since people were hard pressed for 
money they obviously would not 
have collected coins; they had to 
spend them! 

In common terms, grading is the 
assigning of adjectives and/or 
numbers to describe the amount of 
wear and the condition of a coin. In 
today's market, a difference of one 
grade can make a price difference of 
thousands of dollars.^ Two leading 
sources on grading are the Official 
ANA Grading Standards for United 
States Coins and James Ruddy's 
Photograde. Assigning a particular 
grade to a coin will aid in its sale, 
especially when it will be sold 
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through mail bid or a price list 
without being displayed. It also helps 
the collector picture the coin's 
appearance. 

ANA grading is a much refined 
system based on adjectives and 
numbers. A number from 1 to 70 
distinguishes a coin being barely 
recognizable to perfect. The most 
common adjectives are Good (G-4), 
Very Good (VG-8), Fine ( F-12), Very 
Fine ( VF-20), Extremely Fine (XF-40), 
About Uncirculatd (AU-50), and 
Uncirculated or Mint State (MS 
60-70). These terms can be very 
confusing at first, since a Very Good 
coin is actually well worn. The ANA 
book is illustrated with line 
drawings and gives a brief detailed 
description of each grade. 

James Ruddy's Photograde is also 
an excellent grading system. Using 
adjectives and numbers similar to 
the ANA system, Ruddy uses 
photographs of typical coins rather 
than line drawings. This system is a 
favorite with today's collectors, both 
for its ease and accuracy in grading. 

A most intriguing aspect of this 
hobby is its historical background. 
Coinage of the past was filled with 
exotic designs and denominations 
that most people don't realize ever 
existed. At different times the 
United States has coined half cents, 
large cents, two cent pieces, two 
different three cent pieces (one was 
called a "trime"), a half-dime, a 
twenty cent piece, and gold 
denominations of one dollar, 
two-and-a-half dollars (Quarter 
Eagles), three dollars, four dollars 
(Stellas), five dollars (Half Eagles), 
ten dollars (Eagles), twenty dollars 
(Double Eagles), and fifty dollars 
(Slugs). Beautiful pieces of copper, 
silver, and gold show the great 
confusion that our country went 
through. Practical ideas like the 
twenty-cent piece were tried and 
discarded by the public. 

While viewing coinage designs of 


the past, it is fascinating to follow 
design changes. Until the twentieth 
century. Miss Liberty was modeled 
on the obverse (heads side) of our 
coinage. At different times she had 
flowing hair, braided hair, a turban, 
and a liberty cap. She has been 
seated, standing, walking and 
carrying a torch. Indians, buffalos, 
eagles, and various shields have all 
adorned sides of coins. Certainly the 
variety of designs left nothing to be 
desired. 

The 1916 Standing Liberty quarter 
is a vivid example of how the citizens 
of the United States have felt about 
their coins. During the first two 
years of its mintage. Miss Liberty's 
right bosom was exposed. Although a 
work of art, the coin was thought 
obscene and was resented by the 
public. The coin dies were modified 
at the mint and Miss Liberty wore 
chain mail until the Washington 
quarter replaced it in 1932.® 

Most artists and medalists 
monogram their work. Several 
engravers of coins have been 
criticized for placing their initials on 
coins. Because of this criticism, the 
initials were removed from existing 
coins. A few coins 
avoided the process and extreme 
rarities were created, an example 
being the 1836 Golbrecht dollars on 
which Golbrecht's name is 
monogramed under a pedestal. In 
1909 Victor David Brenner designed 
the Lincoln cent and left his initials, 
V.D.B., on the reverse. This variety of 
the Lincoln cent is widely sought 
among collectors and the 1 909-S 
V.D.B. minted in San Francisco is a 
key to the set. 

Coins are a tangible piece of our 
past. It is fascinating to wonder if a 
certain dollar dated 1 794 may have 
been one George Washington used to 
pay a servant or to purchase theater 
tickets. Although its exact story is 
not sure, it is certain that men and 
women who built our country used 
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coins very similar to it. While these 
same people passed away, the coins 
they used live on and will remain 
forever, keeping our history worn 
permanently into the recesses of 
precious metals. 

It is little wonder, then, that this 
"'pastime of the kings" has become 
such a respected and developed 
hobby. Coins will continue to keep 
our history as long as they do not 
become obsolete (which may happen 
in the future.) Numismatists will 
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The Susan B. Anthony Dollar 
Past, Present and Future?

Past (1975 - 1980) 

The idea for a small and handy 
dollar coin has always been around, 
but for some reason no action was 
taken on the thought until May 

1975. On May 12, the United States 
Government gave Research Triangle 
Institute a $100,000 grant to find out 
what kind of dollar coin the public 
would accept. While they were 
looking for the right type of coin, the 
Treasury Department already had 
written a report on the type of coin 
the dollar should become. In August 

1976, the United States Treasury 
Department issued a report entitled 
New Small Dollar Coin-Technical 
Considerations. A month later, the 


Research Triangle Institute came up 
with the idea of making the dollar 
coin smaller in size and weight than 
the standard dollar coin so it would 
readily be accepted by the public. 

In the beginning of 1976, the U.S. 
Mint's Chief Engraver and Sculptor, 
Frank Gasparro, started on his own 
design for the new coin. It was a 
small coin with a Liberty head on the 
obverse and a picture of the U.S. 
Eagle flying over a mountain. This 
design was never to be, however, for 
on May 3, 1978, William Proxmire 
introduced the idea to the Senate 
that the portrait of Susan B. Anthony 
be used on the new "mini-dollar." 
The idea rapidly began to grow and 


continue to try to unlock the secrets 
that rare coins contain. New issues 
will undoubtedly be produced, and 
the old seemingly forgotten. The 
future looks bright for the 
numismatist and when our 
generation is gone the coins that we 
have handled will be studied by 
future collectors. Imagine the thrill 
of a child in the year 2 1 50 when he 
discovers a worn cent dated 1980, the 
very one you may have in your 
pocket now.

by August 22, 1978, the bill to put 
Susan B. Anthony on the front of the 
new dollar was passed by the U.S. 
Senate, fust 35 days later, the House 
of Representatives passed the same 
bill with a vote of 368 to 38. Now all 
that was left to do was to get the bill 
signed by President Jimmy Carter. 
On October 10, 1978, the President 
of The United States signed Public 
Law 95-447, the ''Susan B. Anthony 
Dollar Coin Act of 1978." The new 
bill read "The One-dollar coin 
authorized by section 101(c) of the 
Coinage Act of 1965, as amended by 
section 2, shall bear on the obverse 
side the likeness of Susan B. 
Anthony, and shall bear on the other 
side a design which is emblematic of 
the symbolic eagle of Apollo 1 1 
landing on the moon." 

A statement issued by President 
Carter after he signed the Susan B. 


Anthony Dollar Coin Bill showed his 
confidence that the public would 
accept the new coin, "... I am 
confident this act — and the new 
dollar — will substantially improve 
our coinage system as well as cut- 
ting Government coin production 
costs ..." 

The new coin had the same reverse 
as the Eisenhower dollar but a new 
face, size, and weight. The new 
Susan B. Anthony dollar was to be 
2.649mm thick, 8.1 grams, with an 
eleven-sided inner edge, and struck 
from a 75 percent copper and 25 
percent nickel alloy all bonded to a 
100 percent copper core. The new 
coin would be quite different than 
the Eisenhower dollar which is 38. 1 
mm in diameter, 2.54 mm thick, 
22.68 grams, with a rounded edge. 
The only two similarities the new 
dollar had with the old one was the

reverse and the metal alloys which 
were used to make each. Because of 
the unique electrical resistivity and 
density of the new laminate, the new 
coin would be harder to counterfeit 
or slug. 

Susan B. Anthony was to become 


the first woman on a United States 
coin other than Queen Isabella and 
the mythical Lady Liberty. Actually, 
Queen Isabella is not the first woman 
on a regular United States issue, for 
she appeared on a commemorative 
coin, not an actual circulating coin.

Many people feel that the Susan B. 
Anthony dollar is really a national 
coin with a commemorative picture 
on the obverse. 

With passage of the Bill, the new 
coin was to officially take the place 
of the Eisenhower dollar as of 
January 1, 1979. All that was left to 
do was to make the coins and let the 
public know about the change. 

To inform the public about the 
new ''mini-dollar," the United States 
Mint and the Federal Reserve 
decided to strike $600,000 in 
Anthony dollars, and on January 9, 
1979, at 2:30 p.rp., the Mint had its 
ceremonial start-up of the presses at 
the Denver Mint. 

While the Mint was making the 
Anthony dollars, certain companies 
were changing their vending and 
recreational machines to take the 
new dollar. The Mars Money System 
of Lolcroft, Pennsylvania, started to 
manufacture parts for their vending 
and recreational machines in 1977. 
This was before a mini-dollar was 
even ensured for use! The company 
took a big chance, but sometimes big 
chances pay off, for the United States 
Government decided to pass the 
small Susan B. Anthony dollar and 
now the Mars Manufacturing 


System sells its parts to the other 
vending machine companies. The 
basic reason manufacturers spent 
$20 million dollars (an average of 
$100 to $500 dollars a machine) to 
retrofit their machines was to make 
more money. The new dollar coin 
could make it possible to put higher 
priced goods in their machines. 

July 2, 1979, was the official first 
day of issue for the new dollar. The 
Mint had stockpiled almost 
five-hundred million Anthony 
dollars, for they wanted to positively 
ensure that there would be enough 
for the anticipated large public 
demand. The Mint thought the 
American people would rush out to 
get this new coin. One of the reasons 
the Mint anticipated the large 
demand was that they did some new 
things to the coin. First of all, this 
new coin was to have a 'T" 
mintmark (for the Philadelphia 
mint) printed on the obverse, the first 
coin with this mintmark since the 
Jefferson nickel of World War II. It 
was also the first coin in the U.S. to 
have an "'S" (for the San Francisco 
mint) mintmark to circulate since 
the 1974-S penny. 

The Mint was pleased with the 
new dollar for it only cost three cents 
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each to manufacture, unlike the 
Eisenhower dollar which cost the 
Mint eight cents each. The new coin 
was expected to replace the 
one-dollar bills for the coins would 
last 15 to 18 years while the paper 
dollar only lasts for an average of 22 
months. The coins had an additional 
advantage, they could be counted by 
machine instead of manually as the 
paper bills required. 

By October of 1979, the new 
Anthony dollar was considered a 
flop. 

Present (1980 - April 1981) 

By the beginning of the 1980s, the 
new Susan B. Anthony dollar was 
unused and unwanted by the people. 
What looked like an excellent idea 
on paper went over badly with the 
public. When it came time to strike 
the 1980 Susan B. Anthonys, the 
Mint decided not to circulate them 
to the public. They were sold only in 
Proof sets. Mint sets, and in souvenir 
sets containing one coin from each 
Mint. By April of 1980, there were 
approximately 1.3 billion Susan B.'s 
minted, and most of these were still 
in governmental hands. 

In June 1980, the Mint finally 
admitted that the dollar had to be 
changed in some way to make it 
more acceptable to the public, and 
Mint officials decided to alter the 
color of the coin and its reverse 
design. Before long, however, the 
Mint came to its first stumbling 
block, the color change. Dr. Alan J. 
Goldman, United States Mint 
assistant director for technology, 
found three major problems in 
changing the dollar's color. First, the 
change must not effect the coin's use 
in vending machines. Secondly, the 
Mint had to find a material capable of 
being used in the bonding process. 
Last of all, the coin must not tarnish 
excessively. The idea of "food color", 
or adding a chemical to make the 
color change, was introduced. The 


Mint soon found out that when the 
metal was heated the chemical 
would evaporate. By February 1981, 
the Mint had this problem solved. 
They would make the Susan B. 
Anthony dollar out of 96 percent 
copper, 25 percent aluminum, and 
1.5 percent silicon. This mixture 
would turn the Anthony dollar a 
brassy yellow color. The new colored 
coin would lose its luster rapidly and 
tend to pick up nicks and scratches 
more easily, but the Mint decided to 
face these problems instead of losing 
the coin altogether. 

Also in February 1981 the Mint 
decided on the change for the coin's 
reverse. Mint officials decided to 
replace the existing design with a 
large "1" on top of a laurel sprig. 
Stella Hackel, then Director of the 
Mint, expressed the hope that the 
number "1" would represent the 
coin's denomination and its standing 
with the public. 

The 1981 Susan B. Anthony dollars 
will have the same color and design 
as the two previous year coins, but 
hopefully the change will occur 
before the 1982 coins are minted. 
Since the Mint does not have the 
funds to circulate the 1981 Susan B. 
Anthonys, they will be sold only in 
Proof and Mint sets.

In March 1981, the demand for the 
1979-S Proof dollars skyrocketed. 
Someone noticed that the 1979-S 
Proof sets had two different types of 
mintmarks. The type I set mintmark 
was a blob of metal that barely 
resembled an '"S", but the ''S" was 
perfect and readable in the type II 
sets. Overnight the price of the type 
II jumped to about ten times that of 
the type I. 

Future (April 1981 - ?) 

Will the Susan B. Anthony dollar 
last? As long as the United States 
Government prints more paper 
dollars each year, chances for the 
Anthony dollar's success are 
narrowed. The coloring of the dollar 
will stop the public's favorite excuse 
that the dollar is too easily confused 
with a quarter, but the changes on 
the reverse won't make any 
difference that this writer can think 
of. The Susan B. Anthony dollar 
suffered poor advertising when it

first came out, and if the good points 
of the dollar were better known to 
the public they might accept the 
dollar more freely. Before too much 
longer we will see whether the 
Anthony dollar will soar with the 
eagles or disappear out of sight and be 
forgotten. 
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My Six Favorite Errors

My six favorite coins are my Susan 
B. Anthony errors. The reason I chose 
to study these six coins is because I 
am a 13 year old girl, and I realize 
what Ms. Anthony did for the 
women of today. If it weren't for her, 
the women in our country today 
might not be able to vote, have 
control of their own earnings, 
guardianship of their children, and 
many more things. Susan was 
arrested, tried and fined, but that 
didn't stop her. 

To me error coins are unusual, rare 
and interesting. No two errors can be 
exactly the same. One may be 
off-center to the left, another one 
off-center to the right. 

Figure 1 is a good example of a 
striking error. It has a partial collar. 
The top layer of this coin sticks out 
farther than the bottom layer. The 
small lines going up and down the 
top side of the coin are missing, but 
the bottom lines are present. This 
can be explained by pointing out that 
when the coin was struck, the top die 
came down while the collar was not 
all the way up. 

Figure 2 is a die error. It has a large 
cud. This coin looks like an extra 
piece of metal was caught on the 
coin, but the coin's weight is 8.05 
grams. This is the correct weight, so 
it cannot be an extra piece of metal. 
First a crack developed in the die. 
The crack got bigger until a piece 
broke out of the die. When a coin is 
struck with a piece missing from the 
die, the result is that a portion of the 
planchet is not struck. In this case

the broken portion covered the date 
area on the coin. 

Figure 3 is a type of filled die. The 
obverse die had some grease or other 
material stuck in it when the coin 
was struck. The material filled part 
of the date. The rest of the coin was 
well struck and has good detail and 
reeding. 

Figure 4 is my favorite error. This 
is another example of a striking error. 
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when this coin had completed the 
striking procedure, it probably fell on 
the floor, and without looking to see 
if it had already been struck, 
someone put it back. When it went 
through the striking process again, it 
was upside down compared to its 
first strike. To the right of 1979 is the 
word ONE and the lower part of the 
word DOLLAR. This coin weighs 8. 1 
grams. It has a larger diameter than a 
perfectly struck coin, but it is a little 
thinner than a normal Susan B. 
Anthony dollar. 

Figure 5 is a misaligned die error. 
When the Mint worker put the two 
dies in place, he lined them up 
unevenly. This looks a bit like an 


off-center strike but it isn't because 
the reverse is correctly centered but 
the obverse is not. The border design 
is not present on the left side of the 
obverse. 

Figure 6 is another very interesting 
example of a striking error. It looks 
like a 1979 half dollar with part 
missing. Instead of being struck on a 
regular half dollar planchet, it was 
struck on a Susan B. Anthony dollar 
planchet. 

Errors like those found in these six 
coins are more than examples of 
defective coinage. They are 
fascinating examples for the error 
collector and provide an opportunity 
to study the process of coinage. 
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The Susan B. Anthony 
Dollar Controversy

As we look back in history, we see 
some coins that were never accepted 
by the American people. These 
unpopular issues include the 20-cent 
piece issued from 1875-1878, the 
three-dollar gold piece, and 
three-cent silvers. Now we may be 
on the horizon of adding another one 
to the list — the Susan B. Anthony 
dollar. 

Anthony dollars were first issued 
in 1979, and were the first coins to be 
reduced in size since 1857 when the 
Large cents were changed to Flying 
Eagle cents. Authorized by Congress 
on October 1 1, 1978, the Anthony 
dollar was sculpted by Frank 
Gasparro, former Chief Sculptor and 
Engraver of the United States Mint. 
Gasparro considers the Anthony 
dollar one of, if not the, greatest 
achievements of his career. In an 
interview in which he discussed the 
Anthony dollar, Gasparro said "'the 
Anthony dollar was my most trying 
challenge. I would like to see it 
saved." 

In late 1980, the Mint announced 
that it would issue the 1 98 1 Anthony 
dollars only in Mint and Proof sets. 
Will 1981 sets be the investment of 
the decade? On two occasions since 
1969, collector-only coins have risen 
markedly in price. The 1970-D half 
dollar was issued only in Mint sets 
and the value of this coin has risen 
substantially since then. Similarly, 
the Eisenhower dollar of 1973 was 


issued only in Mint sets and it also 
has risen quite sharply in value. Will 
history repeat itself in the case of the 
collector-only Susan B. Anthony 
dollar? 

It is possible that only a few 
collectors will stock up on a Mint set 
containing 1981 Anthony dollars. 
Those who purchased Mint sets in 
the past, for example in 1971 and 
1972, and saw these coins fall in 
value, will probably spend their 
money elsewhere. 

So far, the Anthony dollar has 
failed to win public acceptance for 
two reasons — first, it is easily 
confused with the Washington 
quarter, and second, people would 
apparently rather carry light, neat 
paper bills than cumbersome metal 
coins. 

To solve the first problem 
Congress has authorized the 
Treasury Department to change the 
alloy from which the coin is made, 
resulting in coins of a bright, brassy 
color. In addition, the reverse design 
will be changed to show a large 
number 1 . A possible result of such a 
color change is that the American 
people might begin a mass hoarding 
of the dollars struck in 1979 and 
1980. 

The final success or failure of the 
Susan B. Anthony dollar, however, 
lies in the hands of the American 
public. The 1979 and 1980 
collector-only editions will increase 
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in value beyond the cost of a Mint or 
Proof set only if their value increases 
in the eyes and desires of the 
collecting community, and the new, 
brassy-colored coin will circulate 
successfully only with public 


support and demand. 

The following statistics and 
comments are the result of a small 
survey taken to determine the 
public's attitude about the Susan B.

A Tribute to 
Sylvester Sage Crosby 


September 2, 1981, marks the 150th 
anniversary of the birth of Sylvester 
Sage Crosby, author of the numismatic 
classic The Early Coins of America. 
From the day it was first published, 
Crosby's work has been an unques- 
tioned reference for scholars of Ameri- 
can coinage. 

The volume was conceived in 1866, 
when Charles Chaplin, vice president of 
the New England Numismatic and 
Archaeological Society expressed the 
view that in the field of numismatic 
literature the subject of Colonial coin- 
age was in great need of additional refer- 
ence material. Crosby, who was presi- 
dent of the society, was inspired by 
Chaplin's remarks and set about on the 
monumental task of preparing such a 
volume. The result of his work is re- 
garded even today by many numis- 
matists as one of the most authorita- 
tive, chronologically arranged numis- 
matic monographs ever written. 

A man of multiple interests, Crosby 
was self employed as a watchmaker, a 
career he embarked on in Charlestown, 
New Hampshire, at age 18. Like many 
numismatists, Crosby was interested in 
everything around him. He cultivated 
mushrooms as a hobby and took great 
pleasure in the study of archaeology and 
astronomy. His most avid pursuit, how- 
ever, was the study of American 
numismatics. 

To ensure that the volume he was 
preparing would be representative of 
every facet of Colonial coinage, Crosby 
enlisted the support of other leading au- 
thorities. From the Honorable Charles 
Bell of Exeter, New Hampshire, he ac- 
quired copies of acts and documents 
that authorized copper coinage in the 
state of New Hampshire. 

Matthew Adam Stickney of Salem, 
Massachusetts, offered for Crosby's 
examination the Rosa: Sine: Spina of 
the Rosa Americana series, of which

only three specimens were then known. 
In addition, Crosby had access to 
Stickney's example of the first copper 
coin authorized by the New Hampshire 
House of Representatives in 1776, a 
Pine Tree Shilling showing the words 
AMERICAN LIBERTY on the reverse, and 
an example of the "Immune Colum- 
bia," America's first gold coin. 

Charles Bushnell contributed de- 
scriptions of his Good Samaritan Shil- 
ling in addition to letters and informa- 
tion about coinage of Vermont, South 
Carolina and New Jersey; and Captain 
John Hazeltine, Cavalry officer in the 
Civil War, provided information and 
examples of the beginning of America's 
coinage, the 1000 and 500 mill Nova 
Constellatio patterns. 

William Sumner Appleton, first sec- 
retary of the Boston Numismatic Soci- 
ety, loaned Crosby his prized Mas- 
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The Early Cmna of America, and the Laws governing their issue, com- 
prising also Descriptions of the Washington Pieces, the Anglo-American 
Tokens, many pieces of unknown origin of the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, and the first Patterns of the United States Mint. Profusely 
illustrated. By Sylvester S. Crosby. (Boston : Published by the author. 
1875 4t(). pp. 881.)— With the publication of Parts 11 and 12 Mr, 
Crosby has completed his elaborate and thorough work on early American 
coins. The book gives proof of long and careful research, at unwearied 
pains, and great accuracy. For the collector it must be an indispensable 
manual, while to the jpneral student of American histoi 7 it affords many 
curious illustrations of the economical conditions of the colonies, as shown 
in prevalent theories of currency, in varying standards of value, and in 
numeiws practices of trade. Tlio general absence of artistic beauty in 
American productions is exhibited in the common ugliness of tho coins. 
No one of them will be prized two thousand yeare hence for beauty such as 
makes the coins of Greece and her colonies still precious to the lovers of 
art No woman will ever wear one set like a gem for her adornment. The 
plates in Mr. Cros»>y’s book are suggestive, not .so much of tho superiority 
of modem culture ns of its inferiority to that of tho ancient world. The 
lack of beauty in common things Is an absolute loss. Mr. Ci-osby’s volume 
is very handsomely printed and amply illustrated. Its author seems to 
have relied mainly nppn its merits to make it known, and we are glad to 
have the opportunity to bring it to the knowledge of our readers, and to 
commend it to all who desire information on the subjects which it treats.

sachusetts Pine Tree Copper pattern, 
and M. Jules Marcou of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, aided Crosby's research 
with a copy of the Double Deniers Cop- 
per Coin, of which no genuine issues 
were known. 

The trial piece of the Washington 
cents of 1791 were acquired by Crosby 
from the collection of Dr. Charles Clay, 
noted English numismatist. In addition, 
Robert Coulton Davis, Edward Marris, 
Lorin Parmelee and J. Carson Breevort 
all contributed to Crosby's efforts, sup- 
plying him with coins, documents and 
histories of America, Canada, Bermuda, 
Eire, Great Britain and Europe, the 
Fugios, the Rosa Americana series, 
Washington pieces, Massachusetts Tree 
Coinage and early patterns of the 
United States Mint. 

The respect Crosby gained from his 
numismatic peers following publica- 
tion of the volume in 1875 was pheno- 
menal. He was made an honorary 
member of the American Numismatic 
Association, the Boston Numismatic 
Society and the American Numismatic 
Society. He was the only American to be 
honored by the ANS when the names of 
the world's six most outstanding 
numismatists were selected to be cut in 


the frieze for the society's new addition, 
completed in 1930. 

Admiration for Crosby's numismatic 
expertise has not faded over the years. In 
1970 he was elected to the ANA 
Numismatic Hall of Fame. Collector 
demand for The Early Coins of America 
prompted the Token and Medal Society 
to reissue the long out of print reference 
in 1965. The format of the volume was 
reduced and reprinted in 1970 by Burt 
Franklin, and in 1974 Quarterman Pub- 
lications produced the 4th edition, with 
a fore ward by Eric P. Newman. 

The timeless value of Crosby's re- 
search is summed up in the words of 
Ted Hammer, numismatic author and 
former librarian and curator of the 
American Numismatic Association; 
"Few more thorough works are availa- 
ble on any numismatic subject and de- 
spite the fact that the work was pub- 
lished in 1875, it remains the standard 
work on American Coins." Hammer's 
words are as true today as they were 
when first stated, more than 40 years 
ago.

What do you know about Canada? A 
better question might be: Should you 
really bother to know anything about 
Canada? The answer is a resounding 
yes, and for the following reasons: 

One, Canada, our neighbor to the 
north, is 7 percent larger than the 
United States, including our 49th and 
50th states of Alaska and Hawaii. As a 
courtesy we all ought to know a bit 
about our big, friendly neighbor to the 
north. Two, Canadians are quite 
knowledgeable about the United States. 
We owe them a little reciprocity on this 
score. Three, if you are a numismatist 
you want to learn something about the 
countries from which you collect, or 
can potentially collect, coins. However, 
if you are merely a coin collector, then 
forget all this. But then, coin collectors 
do not derive nearly as much enjoyment 
in pursuing their hobby as do numis- 
matists. All participants in the Roman 
Coin Project early assume the mantle of 
numismatist. And once assumed, they 
never lose it. Four, the interesting prog- 
ress of the RCP in Canada alone makes 
the study of Canada desirable. And five, 
Canadians contribute two of the books 
that are awarded as bonuses for earning 
Roman coins. With the first coin 
earned, juniors receive Coin Collector's 
Handbook, with the third coin earned, 
they receive An Introduction to Coin 
Collecting. 

Okay, let's learn just a little bit about 
Canada. Except for Leif Ericsson's ex- 
pedition from Greenland to the shores 


of what is now Canada about A.D. 1000, 
the first effective contact with Euro- 
peans was not until John Cabot, sailing 
from Bristol, England, reached the 
shores of Canada in 1497. Cabot, sailing 
under the auspices of Henry VII (father 
of six-time married Henry VIII), has the 
distinction of being the first leader of an 
expedition to the New World after Co- 
lumbus. He was even one year ahead of 
Amerigo Vespucci after whom the New 
World was named. 

Fishermen and fur traders soon fol- 
lowed, but colonization did not take 
place until 1608 when Champlain, a 
Frenchman, began a settlement named 
Quebec. Timewise, it is interesting to 
note that Jamestown had its beginning 
one year earlier and the Pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth Rock twelve years later. 

Thus, both the French and British 
were vying for supremacy in Canada. A 
major war between them took place in 
1756 called the Seven Years' War, which 
was won by Great Britain. By the Peace 
of Paris, 1763, all of Canada, which then 
consisted of 70,000 persons living in 100 
communities and having about 
1,000,000 acres in farmland, was ceded 
to the British. 

Canada has generally remained loyal 
to the British crown. Though com- 
pletely independent now, such inde- 
pendence was not fully achieved until 
1928. Even so, Canada retains a fierce 
allegiance and loyalty to Her Majesty, 
Queen Elizabeth II. 
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The leading industry in Canada for 
years was agriculture, but the manufac- 
turing needs set up by World Wars 1 and 
II gave manufacturing an opportunity to 
become Canada's number one industry 
by 1951. As a matter of fact, Canada 
emerged from World War II as the sixth 
leading industrial nation in the world. 
Heading the list of Canada's leading re- 
sources are forestry and mining with 
fishing a poor third. Until the turn of the 
century, fur production was very high, 
but by mid-20th century, it was no 
longer considered a major primary re- 
source. 

While we are divided into fifty states, 
in Canada there are ten provinces and 
two territories. As you might suspect, 
the territories encompass a tremendous 
area — about one and one-half million 
square miles, but practically no 
people — maybe 40,000 or so. In fact, 
compared to the United States, Canada 
is quite sparsely populated — some 
twenty-two million people spread out 
over an area larger than that of the 
United States.

are they? Remember, the first settle- 
ment was by the French in 1608. And to 
this day some six or seven million 
people still speak French as their first 
language. All laws in the older French 
areas must be published in both French 
and English, and the French must be 
placed first! 

Now how does the Roman Coin Pro- 
ject tie into the subject of Canada? Very 
neatly. You will recall that Canada has 
ten provinces. Juniors have earned coins 
from over half of these provinces, six to 
be exact. Further, if the maritime pro- 
vinces (Newfoundland, Prince Edward 
Island, Nova Scotia, and New Bruns- 
wick) are combined into a single pro- 
vince, then British Columbia is the only 
province not represented by a junior 
who has earned a Roman coin, though 
to date Canada has no completor of the 
program. 

But are we satisfied? Certainly not. 
Until all ten provinces are represented, 
and maybe the two territories, no com- 
placency can be tolerated. So, Cana- 
dians, let us continue the progressive 
work already in force.

1981 Gold Medals On Sale 


Mrs. Donna Pope, Director of the 
United States Mint, has announced that 
orders for the two sizes of 1981 gold 
medals in the American Arts Com- 
memorative Series are now being ac- 
cepted. The Mint anticipates that the 
ordering period for both of these medals 
will continue at least until January 31, 
1982, unless all medals produced are 
sold before that date. 

This year's medals commemorate au- 
thors Mark Twain and Willa Gather and 
are the second two in a series of ten to be 
offered under the American Arts Gold 
Medallion Act. This year's medals will 
be packaged individually in attractive 
presentation cases complete with a 


short biography of the featured artist. 

The price of the medals is based on 
the New York Commodity Exchange 
(COMEX) settlement price for spot gold 
on the preceding COMEX business day 
plus a premium to cover production and 
distribution. The premium for each 
one-ounce medal is $14, and the pre- 
mium for the half-ounce medal is $7. 

Customers can obtain each day's 
price by calling the following toll-free 
numbers: 800-368-5510 for calls in the 
continental United States, 800-368- 
5500 for calls in Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands,- and 783- 
3800 for calls in the Washington, D.C. 
area. A recorded message will give the 
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daily price and ordering information. 

The Treasury Department has im- 
posed an ordering limit of 2S medals per 
transaction and customers are limited 
to five transactions per day for each size 
medal. Customers can, therefore, order 
up to 125 of each size medal per day. 
These limitations are the same as those 
imposed during the 1980 gold medal 
program. Any changes in these limita- 
tions will be indicated on the recorded 
message. 

The half-ounce medal is composed of 
.500 troy ounces of fine gold, .038 troy 
ounces of copper and .0 1 7 troy ounces of 
fine silver. Total weight of the half- 
ounce medal is .555 troy ounces and the 
piece measures 1.08 inches in diameter 
and is .078 inches thick. The half-ounce 
medal was designed by Sheri J. Winter of 
the U.S. Mint and features a portrait of 
American author Willa Gather on the 
obverse and a prairie scene of a young 
girl plowing an open field on the reverse. 

The one-ounce medal is composed of 
1.00 troy ounces of fine gold, .078 troy 
ounces of copper and .033 troy ounces of 
fine silver for a total weight of 1 . 1 1 1 troy 
ounces. The medal is 1.26 inches in 
diameter and .112 inches thick. De- 
signed by Matthew Peloso of the U.S. 
Mint, the one-ounce medal shows a por- 
trait of American humorist and writer 
Mark Twain on the obverse, and a river 
boat and raft depicting travel on the 
Mississippi River on the reverse. 

When ordering medals, customers are 
required to use the official order forms 
and order envelopes available at local 
post offices throughout the country. Be- 
cause of the daily price change, the order 
date must be validated and signed by a 
postal clerk when the order is mailed. 
Payment by U.S. Postal money order, 
certified check or cashier's check is re- 
quired. 

Orders will be processed at the San 
Francisco Old Mint and an acknow- 
ledgment card will be mailed to each 
customer upon receipt of an order. The 
medals are produced and packaged by 
the United States Bullion Depository in 
West Point, New York, and will be 
mailed by first class registered mail. 


Customers can anticipate receiving 
their medals approximately six weeks 
after their orders have been received by 
the Mint. 

BEP Issues ANA Souvenir Card 

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
has issued the fourth and final souvenir 
card in its Fiscal Year 1981 program in 
commemoration of the ANA's 90th 
Anniversary Convention Held in New 
Orleans, July 27- August 2, 1981. 

The ANA '81 card features an en- 
graving of the reverse ^ide of the $5 
Silver Certificate, Series 1886, engraved 
by Lorenzo J. Hatch, a Bureau engraver 
from April 1879 to December, 1887. 
The note features an engraving of five 
silver dollars with the center coin car- 
rying the series date. The Acts of Con- 
gress of February 28, 1878, and August 
4, 1 886, authorized issuance of all Silver 
Certificates which were redeemable for 
silver actually held on deposit. The card 
is printed on a combination of the one 
plate, monocolor intaglio press and a 
single offset press. 

Cards are priced at $3 each and are 
available by mail order at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing Visitor Center 
in Washington, D.C. Mail orders ac- 
companied by a remittance of $3 in the 
form of a check or money order payable 
to the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
(BEP) should be addressed to ANA '81, 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
Washington, DC 20228. Customers are 
requested not to send cash with their 
orders and to allow 60 days from issue 
date for delivery. 

New Orleans Note Featured

265 grains and is composed of .900 fine 
gold. Designed by Bolivian artist Victor 
Hugo Soliz Vasquez, the coin features a 
young shepherd boy who represents one 
of the three distinct regions of his 
homeland, the beautiful high plateau. 
His warm clothing is made from the 
wool of the alpaca, llama or sheep that 
are native to this cool region. The boy is 
playing an Indian flute and in the 
background are mountains and a village 
church bathed in sunlight. 
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The symbols UNICEF and lYC flank 
the central design with the denomina- 
tion above and the date beneath. The 
obverse features Bolivia's coat of arms 
and the Spanish inscription for Republic 
of Bolivia. The coin was minted by Val- 
cambi, S.A., of Switzerland. 

Playing children, a recurring theme of 
the lYC program, is the featured illus- 
tration on the reverse of the 5 pound 
silver Proof coin from Sudan. The chil- 
dren are tossing a ball and in the 
background is a famous landmark of 
their country, Mahdi's Tomb. This 
monument to the 19th century Islamic 
leader is located in Omdurman, across 
the Nile River from Sudan's capital city 
of Kartoum. 

The legend above the children trans- 
lates literally as "World Child Year." 
The UNICEF and lYC symbols are in- 
corporated in the design prepared by En- 
glish designer Michael Rizzello. The 
obverse features the coat of arms of 
Sudan, the dates 1981 and 1401 of the 
Hegira calendar. Struck from .925 fine 
silver by Acunaciones Espanolas, S.A., 
of Spain, the coin is 36mm in diameter 
and weighs 300 grains. 

The Jordan issue is a 3 dinars Proof 
silver coin depicting two children gaz- 
ing at the Palace of Culture in Hussein 
Youth City, Amman. This city within a 
city was built as a meeting and activity 
complex for youth of all ages. The sym- 
bols and inscription "International Year 


of the Child" appear above with the 
dates and denomination beneath. 
Michael Rizzello also designed this 
36mm, 300 grain coin which was struck 
in .925 fine silver at Her Majesty's Royal 
Mint in England. 

The obverse features a portrait of King 
Hussein flanked by two Arabic inscrip- 
tions; to the right "Al-Hussein Son of 
Talal," and on the left "King of the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan."

Royal Wedding 
Commemoratives Issued 

The Royal Wedding of Britain's 
Prince Charles and Lady Diana Spencer 
has been commorated by a series of 
three legal tender coins from the former 
British protectorate, the Republic of 
Uganda. The country became indepen- 
dent in 1962 and is a member of the 
Commonwealth of Nations. 

With the exception of the denomina- 
tion, the design of all three issues is 
identical. On the reverse appear profile 
portraits of Charles and Diana, designed 
by Australian artist E.W. Roberts. The 
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portraits are surrounded by the legend 
WEDDING OF PRINCE CHARLES AND 
LADY DIANA SPENCER. The obverse 
bears the coat of arms of Uganda. 

Stuck by the Singapore Mint, the 
series includes an issue of 1,500 
frosted-relief, mirror-finish .500 fine 
gold Proof 1000 shilling coins, 5,000 
frosted-relief, mirror-finish .925 ster- 
ling silver 100 shilling Proof coins and 
10,000 cupro-nickel Uncirculated 10 
shilling pieces. Gold and silver issues 
are presented in a silk covered inscribed 
case and include a certificate of authen- 
ticity from the Singapore Mint. The 
cupro-nickel issues are presented in 
regular slide-lid, inscribed clear plastic 
cases.

Mint Issues Proof Sets, Gold Coin 

The Singapore Mint's sole overseas 
marketing agent for the Board of Com- 
missioners of Currency for the Republic 
of Singapore has released a sterling 
silver Proof set to commemorate the 
10th anniversary of the Monetary Au- 
thority of Singapore and a 1 98 1 "Year of 
the Rooster" Proof gold coin. 

The sterling silver Proof set is a first 
in the numismatic history of Singapore, 
as it marks the first time that all coins in 
a Proof set have been minted in solid 
silver. The Proof set includes six bril- 
liant silver Proof coins in denomina- 
tions of 10, 50, 200, 500, and $1. All the 
coins are similar in design and dimen- 
sion to circulation coins. The six coins 
in the set are sealed in an attractive case 
and presented in a velvet-lined presen- 
tation box, accompanied by a two year 
guarantee and a numbered certificate of 
authenticity. 

In response to numerous requests 
from collectors, a Proof gold coin has 
also been released, and is the first in the 
animal series of the Chinese Almanac 
to be produced by the Mint. The 22- 




karat Vi troy ounce fine gold coin has a 
rooster depicted on the reverse with the 
coat of arms of Singapore on the ob- 
verse. Weighing 16.965 grams and 
measuring 28.5mm, it has a face value 
of $500 and is legal tender in Singapore.

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Penn State Revisited 

by Q. David Bowers 


It was in September 1956 that I saw 
Penn State for the first time. A fresh 
graduate of Forty Fort (Pennsylvania) 
High School, I looked forward to the 
University that was to be my home for 
the next four years. 

The warm red brick dormitories, 
some covered with traditional ivy, 
others with fresh white mortar stains 
. . . Freshmen, myself included, with 
tiny blue caps called dinks which 
obligatorily had to be doffed to 
upperclassmen and signs suspended 
from a string around our necks giving 
our names and towns of 
origin — Lemoyne, Gallitzin, 
Coraopolis, Philadelphia, Greentree, 
Ambler, Ambridge, Punxsutawny, 
Catawissa. . .downtown — the Athletic 
Store, Metzger's, and Keeler's (which at 
once seemed to be the smallest and also 
the most popular), the stores that sold 
textbooks, the venerable white wooden 
State College Hotel with the Corner 
Room restaurant . . . the Nittany and 
Cathaum Theatres . . . rows of stately 
green elm trees, vestigial varieties of 
what were once one of America's most 
prevalent shade trees in the era before 
the Dutch Elm blight . . . radio station 
WMAJ, posters, ping-pong, paintings, 
and pastries at The HUB, the student 
center. These and other sights, sounds 
and smells assaulted my emotions and 
left varying impressions. But this was 
back in 1956, and that was 25 years ago. 

So it was with a special sense of 
delight that I accepted ANA Executive 
Vice President Ed Rochette's invitation 
to conduct a class, "All About Coins" at 
the ANA Summer Seminar on the Penn 
State campus the last week of June

1981. The class was not new — I had 
given it in 1979 and 1980 in Colorado 
Springs — but the locale for the class 
was. 

"You can't go home again," Thomas 
Wolfe wrote. "The green grass is gone 
from the hill, Maggie, the creaking old 
mill is still," penned another writer. 
And thus it was for my return to Penn 
State a quarter century later. Gone were 
Metzger's, the Athletic Store, and 
Keeler's. In their places were 
plastic-fronted emporiums checking 
out book sales with electronic cash 
registers. The Nittany and Cathaum 
theatres? One gone, the other 
"improved" by a facelift and name 
change. However, the elms were still 
there, and at the Corner Room a friendly 
waitress with long hair and an 
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Penn State seminar attendees, instructors, and spouses listen to Dr. Ken Addis’ welcoming 
remarks at the beginning of the week’s activities. Dr. Addis is in charge of the college’s 
summer programs. 


infectious smile (''I'm working here for 
the summer — I'll be a student in the 
fall") served me a chicken dinner that 
was every bit as nice as I remember from 
years past. 

Monday, June 29, saw 101 eager 
participants champing at the bit — the 
seminar was about to start! "Coin 
Grading," perennially a favorite with 
summer seminarians, opened with Tom 
DeLorey of the ANACS staff and Bill 
Fivaz, one of the most knowledgeable 
collectors I know, in charge. (Bill, who 
works for NESTLE, was using a week of 
vacation time.) For the next five days 
the wheat ears on Lincoln cents, 
left-wing feathers on Morgan dollars, 
full and split bands on Mercury dimes, 
"sliders," EF-40 coins and MS-65 
examples, wire rims and flat ones, and a 
hundred other grading benchmarks and 
subjects were discussed. 

Perhaps the most expressive review of 
the DeLorey-Fivaz effort was made by a 
student who on a break wandered down 
the hall to my class and gave the 
comment "I learned more in the first 
hour of the ANA class than I learned in

all of a two-day private seminar I paid 
$350 to attend last year." (The room, 
board and tuition charged by the ANA 
for the five-day event was $250.) 
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APS-ANA's Philatelic Cousin 


The American Philatelic Society is 
something of a distant cousin to the 
American Numismatic Association. Both 
share the same aspirations and general 
problems, and members of both 
organizations are primarily collectors. 
While ANA works for the coin collector, 
APS caters to the collector of stamps. These 
similarities, plus the fact that the APS 
headquarters was located in State College, 
Pennsylvania, were two of the reasons that 
the Pennsylvania State University was 
selected as the site for the first ANA 
Summer Seminar to be held away from 
Colorado Springs. 

Both the ANA staff and participants at 
the June seminar at Penn State shared a

great interest and a common curiosity 
about the national stamp organization and 
the services that it offers its members. A 
tour of APS facilities Wednesday afternoon, 
July 1st, proved to be a high point of the 
State College session. 

In an interesting coincidence, our 
philatelic cousin has enjoyed the same 
phenomenal growth experience as has 
ANA. It too has outgrown its present 
facilities and is in the midst of a building 
program that will see new headquarters 
facilities being built outside State College.

Even the construction schedule for the new 
APS facilities parallels that of ANA, and 
both organizations are aiming for spring 
dedications of their new facilities. 

The current APS headquarters facility 
occupies a two-storied building near the 
campus of Penn State. The first floor areas 
cater mainly to visitors. It is here that the 
library is located, where a quiet reading 
room, experienced staff and a 
well-catalogued collection await the 
serious student. In this area there is also a 
small philatelic display of interest to 
visitors, but a full museum gallery showing 
must await completion of the new 
facilities. 

The second floor houses the main 
administrative offices of APS and a 
reconstructed small-town post office of the 
late 19th century. Here visitors are able to 
purchase both stamps for postal use and 
new issues for collections. Not surprisingly 
service is better than at the main 
downtown post office in State College, and 
many residents take advantage of the 
expeditious mailing facilities. 

The sales office for APS, for which ANA 
has no counterpart, offers APS members 
one of the most used and important 
benefits of membership. On behalf of its 
members, APS mails booklets of duplicate 
stamps supplied by members to other 
members who have expressed interest in 
particular areas of philately. The 
association collects a small fee for the 
handling of these booklets and acts as sales 
agent for those members desiring to dispose 
of their surpluses. Each booklet is 
microfilmed and a careful record is 
maintained on every transaction. APS 
handles gross sales exceeding one million 
dollars annually. 

Seminar students and ANA staff 
personnel were able to meet the APS staff 
and earn an appreciation of the work that 
goes into association management. 
Students heard APS Editor Richard L. Sine, 
and new Executive Director Keith Wagner 
discuss their respective duties. 
Architectural drawings were shown of the 
new APS building under construction, one 
hopefully that will be visited by ANA 
students participating in the State College 
Summer Seminar next June.

''The Detection of Counterfeit and 
Altered Coins/' conducted under the 
aegis of ANACS staffers Ed 
Fleischmann and Mike Fahey, drevs^ a 
room full of enthusiastic participants. 
Die scratches, field striations, stereo 
microscopes, mintmark serifs, 
multitudinous (as Coleridge might have 
said) forgeries of 1909-S V.D.B. and 
other popular cents, and other subjects 
were elucidated, expanded, argued, 
discussed. 

"All About Paper Money," taught by 
Dr. John Muscalus, whose sepia toned 
monographs on obsolete paper are 
immediately familiar to the 
"noteophile," drew a roundtable of 
participants who learned, for example, 
that one old-time researcher, D.C. 
Wismer, stated that 2,419 different 
banknote varieties were issued in 
Massachusetts in and around the panic 
of 1837 and on up to the Civil War. 

Ed Rochette, who in the previous 12 
ANA Summer Seminars (held in 
Colorado) has taught classes in addition 
to running the details and 
administration of the event, this time 
was a student — in the paper money 
course. "Did you know that Lord Byron 
actually appeared on a currency note 
issued in the United States?," he asked 
me later. 

"Ancient Coins" was the course 
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Charlie Wolfe, who taught the Penn State 
course on Ancient Coins named in his 
honor, shares a moment and some expertise 
with two juniors. 

taught by veteran Ohio dealer Charles 
Wolfe. The triumphs, tragedies, the 
victories and vicissitudes of ancient 
Greece and Rome were recorded for 
posterity on their coinage. 'The coin 
outlives the throne," Farran Zerbe once 
said. The physical appearance of some 
personalities from ancient 
times — Cleopatra being one of many 
examples — are known today only from 
coin portraits. 

Then there was my own class, "All 
About Coins." For a solid week my 
students and I talked about Pine Tree 
Shillings, "Coin Dealer Newsletter" 
prices of Morgan dollars and type coins, 
the ANA grading system and how it was 
being used (and abused) by advertisers in 
Coin World and Numismatic News, 
why the Philadelphia Mint was able to 
get so many nice Washington medals 
back in the 1850s, coin cycles and 
booms and fads and slumps, Frank 
Gasparro's place in numismatic history, 
Joseph Stalin in 1946, the machinations 
of Thomas G. Melish, how one 
realistically goes about determining the 
true market value of a coin, young Dora

Doscher, an analysis of A Guide Book of 
U.S. Coins, what Cincinnati dealer Sol 
Kaplan did in 1956-1957, and enough 
other things that 1 doubt if anyone can 
remember them all.

Monday morning saw classes begin, 
with students strolling across the 
beautiful campus to one of five courses 
in which most of them had enrolled 
months before. Veteran numismatist 
Dave Bowers presented '"All About 
Coins, " a general overview of the hobby 
abundantly highlighted by special 
numismatic tidbits from Bowers' 
wealth of experience. Members of the 
class also enjoyed a field trip to Victor 
and Cripple Creek, Colorado, with a 
stop at the famous Lesher House on the 
way. 

Ken Bressett from Kagin's and ANA 
Senior Authenticator Tom DeLorey 
generously shared their knowledge with 
students of "Coin Grading," giving each 
seminarian enrolled in the class the 
opportunity to follow the grading 
process step by step with their 
instructors and then to examine on 
their own coins from perfect to barely 
recognizable.

Building by 
building, block by block, Denver, Colorado 
is being leveled — not as spectacularly, but 
just as surely as skies laden with B-17 and 
B-24 bombers saw the destruction of 
Dresden, Berlin, Leipzig, and Hamburg 35 
years ago. 

Scene: A second-floor antiquarian 
bookstore on Denver's Court Street, 
bastion of the traditional, the nostalgic. A 
National Geographic magazine, November 
1906. A book of Charles Dana Gibson's 
etchings, $95. George Barr McCutcheon's 
novel, Beverly of Graustark, 1904, price 
$10, telling of the mystical kingdom of 
Graustark. If the Tabors, Browns, and other 
Denver citizens of a century past were alive 
today what would they think of Denver as a 
rising shrine of glass-filled aluminum and 
steel tablets stretching as skyscrapers into 
the increasingly smoggy sky?

Mixed with thousands of its brethren 
the newly-minted cent then went into a 
huge cart, then through a mechanical 
counter, then into a white cotton bag, with 
4,999 others, to be sewn shut. 'T981-D." 


groups found time for a variety of 
memorable extracurricular activities. 
A fun-loving group of seminarians from 
Chicago with typical midwestern 
lighthearted natures hosted an evening 
of fun and games in The Colorado 
College's infamous Benny's Basement 
restaurant and pub.

Last stop: Victor, Colorado. Unchanged, 
if you overlook a few signs, from 1900, 
Victor Avenue is lined with brick and stone 
buildings from the turn of the century. Old 
signs and identifications in stone, "Tatlow 
Block, 1899," "Bray Block," and, two 
blocks away, the Gold Coin Club, where 
Teddy Roosevelt once addressed the 
citizens of a town whose streets were 
literally paved with gold ore. 

Denver, a city being destroyed, was the 
headache. Victor, an American 
architectural Tut's Tomb, was the aspirin. 


wee hours on several evenings, and 
when the week was finished the card 
playing crew presented the ANA 
Building Fund with $51.1 7 — a cut of the 
week's card-playing pot.

Embossed Mintmarks ^ 

The Newest Wrinkle in Altering Coins 


Bob Patterson, of Los Angeles, 
California, recently sent a large number 
of high-grade Buffalo nickels to ANACS 
with the advice that the mintmarks had 
been added by ''pushing the mintmark 
out from the inside of the coin and then 
filling the hole with lead." That conclu- 
sion was reaffirmed by Jack Beymer, of 
Santa Clara, California. 

After exhaustive study of the coins by 
ANACS, including the examination of 
the coins on our Scanning Electron Mi- 
croscope, we were able to confirm that 
the mintmarks had indeed been pushed 
out from the inside (embossed). We be- 
lieve that a hole was drilled into the 
edge of the coins at the mintmark posi- 
tion with a tool resembling a dental 
drill. Then, using another tool which we 
envision as being much like a needle- 
nosed pliers with a mintmark on the 
inside of one jaw and either plastic or 
hard leather on the inside of the other 
jaw, the jaw with the mintmark is 
pushed into the hole and the handles 
squeezed, applying the pressure needed 
to raise the mintmark on the surface of 
the coin, literally embossing the 
mintmark from the inside of the coin. 
The hole was then filled with solder and 
the edge filed down to remove most of 
the evidence of the filling. 

While only Buffalo nickels and one 
1 909-S VDB cent have been examined to 
date, we believe that the same method 
of alteration can be, or already has been, 
used to add mintmarks on any denomi- 
nation. This method of adding 
mintmarks to coins is frightening be- 
cause the original surface of the coin is 
not disturbed. There is no seam at the 
juncture of the mintmark and the field, 
and the weight and specific gravity of 
the coins are not noticeably changed. 

Close study of the mintmarks on

genuine coins will reveal some very 
slight differences between the embos- 
sed mintmarks and the genuine ones. 
On the altered coins you will find that 
the mintmarks are just a little softer and 
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Further examples 
of embossed mintmarks. 





more rounded in appearance, they are 
not exactly correctly shaped, and there 
is more evidence of die erosion (metal 
flow) on the highest points of the em- 
bossed mintmarks than there is on the 
genuine ones. 

The ANA'S Photographic Education 
Department has shipped the first 21 
Counterfeit Detection Reports to sub- 
scribers. Our original plans were to pro- 
duce 24 reports within one year but, be- 
cause of the dramatic increase in the 
number of coins received for authenti- 
cation and grading, the production of 
those reports had to be reluctantly put 
aside for a short time. Most of the sub- 
scribers understood the reasons for the 
delay in delivery and elected to wait for 
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the reports even after refunds were of- 
fered. 

These first Counterfeit Detection 
Reports are being produced in a different 
manner than originally planned, with 
the result that costs have been reduced. 
This will allow us to produce a total of 
36 reports instead of the 24 that the 
original plans called for. 

The Counterfeit Detection Reports 
cover the coins that seem to give the 
most people the most trouble, ranging 
from cents through gold and com- 
memoratives at present. Later reports 
will include foreign coins as well as U.S. 
The reports are available from ANA 
Photographic Education Department 
for $ 1 05 for all 36 reports, or $4 per indi- 
vidual report. The index that follows 
covers the first 21 Counterfeit Detec- 
tion Reports.

Nathan N. Eglit 
ANA 11713 

After several years of failing health, 
Nathan Eglit of Chicago died on March 
16 at age 76. An attorney by profession, 
he was a member of the Chicago, 
Illinois and American Bar Associations 
and maintained an office in the Chicago 
Loop for many years. 

Although Nathan was a member of 
several organizations and attended 
meetings, he did not participate actively 
in their operation and management.

Noteworthy arti- 
cles in The Numismatist related to 
Theodore Roosevelt (Nov. 1958), Ab- 
raham Lincoln (Dec. 1950), "Uncle Sam 
in Numismatics" (Dec. 1960) and "U.S. 
Sanitary Fair Medals" (Nov. 1962). 

His 1965 book, Columbiana, is the 
authoritative reference on issues of the 
World's Columbian Exposition. Among 
other important articles were "A Cen- 
tury of Progress Exonumist Catalog" 
and a similar one relating to the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition in the 
TAMS journal. 

Nathan received his ANA 25-year 
membership medal in 1970, was Hon- 
orary Life Member No. 2 of the Token 
and Medal Society, and received literary 
awards from several organizations. He 
was affiliated with numerous groups, 
including the American Numismatic 
Society, Central States Numismatic 
Society, Chicago Coin Club, American 
Political Items Collectors, Orders and 
Medals Society, Chicago and Illinois 
Historical Societies and the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago. 

Survivors include his widow Grace, 
son Howard, two brothers, a sister and 
two grandchildren.— G.S.
